Coast and Hawaii. 


The plane landed at hilo on 


Hawaii Island—closer to the turn- 
around point than Honolulu—with 
gasoline for only 13 more minutes 
of flying. 


The crippled MATS transport 


limped to Hilo shortly after dawn 
Tuesday after Ekelund dropped in 
altitude from 9,000 to 3,500 feet to 
conserve fuel and take advantage 
of prevailing winds.

Kennedy said specifically, at a 


news conference here", "The Jus- 
tice Department is investgating 
organized crime in Hot Springs, 
Ark. 
and some results of that 


probe are expected within

next six months." 


Mayor Dan Wolf of Hot Springs 


said he had no knowledge of the 
investigation 
and he had 
no 


comment and Sen. Q. Byrum 
Hurst said he knew of no Justice 
Department plans.

Wolf said. . 


Hurst said he thought Kennedy 


would "find that Hot Springs is 
the cleanest town in the south

Kennedy refused to elaborate on

stronger" that it was 
a decade 


ago 


He attributed what he termec 


the growing power of organizec 
crime to the success of criminals 
"in making arrangements with 
corrupt public officials in various 
parts of the country." 


Kennedy painted only one brigh 


spot in the picture, the wes 
coast, where he said officials hav< 
done the best job of fightini 
crime. 


Kennedy hinted that the Justici 


Department was' going to "changi 
its focus of attack" as a resul 
of information brought to light by 
recent investigations. Again, h 
would not elaborate. 


The 
attorney 
general's 


nouncement of the Hot Springs in- 
vestigation was the latest in a 
series of events that have called 
public attention to the spa.

The action of the South Side 


church would not be the first of 
its kind in the city. Dr. L. H. 
Colcman, pastor of the Immamiel 
Baptist Church, said his board of 
deacons voted last year to seat 
Negroes in the balcony of the 
church if they wanted to attend. 


Members of four other churches 


in the community have said Ne- 
groes would be seated also.
